made. Harm's Story of Affray. 


Hahn's story of the affray is as fol- 


lows- 
"Monday night I sent my Ut- 


the boy to the saloon of Fred Baur, 
SIS Pontiac street, for some beer and 
when he came back he said, 'Papa, 
vou better go over and get John. He 
is- drunk and fighting.' I started for 
the saloon and my wife followed.

• tried to get my boy out and Humcke 


struck me. 
I went outside and he 


slapped' me again and struck my wife 
and knocked her against the fence. I 
had a small knife in my pocket and 
pulled it out to defend myself and 
Humcke ran into it and was hurt.

'inch and a. half long, severing the ao- 
dominal muscles and penetrating the 
wall of the stomach, allowing the con- 
tents to enter, the abdominal cavity. 
He also received'some slight cuts on 
the hands. Dr, A. J. Kesler was sum- 
moned and had the-injured man re- 
moved to the Lutheran hospital where 
he and Dr. A. H. Macbeth pertormed 
an operation and stated afterward 
that his chances for recovery were 
very small.-

Quakeress Who Gave 51,000,000 for 


Negro School Expires. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 25.—Ann:i 


T. Jeanes, the philanthropic Quaker- 
ess who gave $1,000,000 last April for 
the education of negroes in the south, 
died at the Friends Boarding home iu 
this city yesterday, aged S5. 


Miss Jeanes, who has given prob- 


ably more than any other Philadel- 
phia woman for philanthropic and 
charitable purposes, in April summon- 
ed Booker T. Washington of Tuskegee 
institute and Thomas B. Frissell. of 


I Hampton .N'ormal and Agricultural in- 
i Ktitme to tliis city and turned over 
! to them a deed of trust for ?l,GOfi,u'Oi) 


I for "a fund for rudimentary schools 
i for negroes." 
Rolieri C. Ogden. of 


| New York, was appointed a trustee 
i with Frissell and Washington for the 


fund. 
Miss Jeanes specified that the 


money was to be invested in bonds 
in certain states and the money accru- 
ing therefrom applied to school pur- 
poses. 


She gave $200,000 to 
build 
the 


Friends Home in which she died. She 
also gave • $200.000 to Spring Garden 
institute, a technical school: $100,000 
to the H'icksite Friends to be expend- 
! ed 
on 
their 
meeting-houses, and 


$200,000 to the Friends school, all- in 
this city.

German Count Has Most Successful 


Trip on Record in Balloon. 


Constance. Grand Duchy of Baden, 


Sept. 25.—Count Ferdinand Zeppelin, 
the Gorman aeronaut, yesterday made 
the most successful aerial voyage ever 
achieved in any dirigible balloon. He 
spent four hours and seventeen min- 
utes in the air, completely circum- 
navigating the Lake of Constance and 
passing over five different states. The 
speed of the airship is estimated to 
have been at. least thirty-eight miles 
an hour. When both motors were in 
operation it easily outdistanced the 
numerous steamers laden " with ob- 
servers that followed on the lake. 


Count Zeppelin, who is G!) years of 


age, was in command of the airship, 
which bears his name. He had wiih 
him two assistants and a crew of 
seven men to run the motors. 
The 


airship executed the most diverse evo- 
lutions with the' greatest ease. 
It 


moved back and forth before the win- 
dows of the royal castle at Fried- 
nehsbafen, making the turns on a 
very small radius, and. coming down 
the homeward stretch, it ascended or 
descended at the will of the pilot, at 
times almost dipping into the water 
and then rising to a height of 600 
feet. 


The balloon used today is on a rigid 


frame. -!20 feet long over all. It holds 
T 1.000 cubic feet of gas. Count Zep- 
pelin, who was most enthusiastic over 
the day's work, intends to make an- 
other ascent today.

Lincoln, Neb., Sept 2o.—Under the 


new state wide direct primary law 
yesterday' was the day designated for 
all political parties represented on the 
primary ballot to hold their state plat- 
form conventions. 
Of the five par- 


ties, the republicans, democrats, and' 
populists 
gathered 
in considerable 


numbers. 
The prohibitionists held 


no convention, and the socialists were 
without representation save for one 
delegate. Who certified to a platform 
and organization with the secretary of 
state. 


Sixty-five of the 
ninety 
counties 


were represented in the republican 
convention and fifty in the democratic, 
each county having a single delegate. 
The three minor parties had but a few 
delegates present. 


Republicans Indorse Taft. 


The republican convention, which 


was most largely attended, was prim- 
arily a business meeting with little 
oratory. 
In the report of the repub- 


lican committee on resolutions Secre- 
tary Taft was indorsed as follows: 


We recognize in William H. Taft. 


of Ohio, a man whose'personal char- 
acter and long public service mark 


him a* preeminently the man under 
whose leadership these policies mar 
be perpetuated and the republican 
party 'mar again merit and receive 
the approval of the national elector- 
ate... •

The feature of the democratic con- 


vention was'the speech of W. J. 
Bryan. He "congratulated the party, 
state and national, on having emerged 
from the valley of the shadow of 
death, which, he said, the republicans, 
hopelessly divided, were just entering. 
He insisted- that the title of "great 
postponer" belonged 
to 
Secretary 


Taft, because, while he favored tariff 
reform, he was obliged by the party 
pressure to advocate puttirg off the 
day of action. 


Bryan's Hand in Platform.' 


Mr. Bryan assisted in drafting the 


platform, and its' declarations are as- 
sumed to reflect his views of what 
tha national party declarations should 
be in 1908. 
The platform opens with 


commendation of Mr. Bryan, saying: 


We, the democratic party of Ne- 


braska, in delegate convention as- 
sembled, eipress our continued con- 
fidence in and admiration for Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, and reassert our fidel- 
ity to the principles which he has 
so ably advocated and which at this 
time are so generally accepted by 
a large majority of the people of the 
United States. 
The platform approves of the laws 


prohibiting passes and rebates, and 
insists on further legislation making 
it unlawful for any corporation to 
contribute to campaign funds. 
It op- 


poses the centralization idea and de- 
clares for the election of United States 
senators ny direct vote. 
Immediate 


revision of the tariff is urged, and an 
income tax favored. 
On the question 


of trusts the platform says: 


A private monopoly is indefensi- 


' ble and intolerable. 
We therefore 


favor the .vigorous enforcement of 
the criminal laws against trusts and 
trust magnates, and 'demand' the 
enactment of such, additional legis- 
lation as may be necessary to make 
it impossible for a private monop- 
oly to exist in the United States. 
Declarations are made for state and 


national boards of trade, an eight hour 
day; 
against government by injunc- 


tion, and for protection of foreigners.

immunity to the Chicago and Alton 
railroad tor paying rebates to 
the 


Standard Oil company by Judge Lan- 
dis yesterday removes the only ob- 
stacle in the way of ratification of the 
sale by the Rock Island railroad of a 
controlling interest in the Alton to 
the Toledo, St. Louis and Western or 
Clover Leaf railroad and the consoli- 
dation ultimately of the Alton, Clover 
Leaf, Minneapolis and St. Louis and 
Iowa Central railroads. 


As soon as the necessary financial 


details are adjusted a reorganization 
of the four roads will be effected, but 
the independent organization of each 
may be maintained for some time and I 
the combination deferred until it is 
certain that no legal complications 
will result. 


The rumor was current in local rail- 


way circles yesterday that President 
Shonts, of the Clover Leaf, has se- 
cured the consent of Edwin Hfley to 
make George H. Ross president of the 
Alton road in place of Samuel M. Fel- 
ton. 


Career of Ross in Railroads. 


Since March 1, 1905, Mr. Ross has 


been second vice president and traffic 
manager of the Clover Leaf. 


He entered the railroad service as 


a clerk in the freight department of 
the Burlington. 
When Shonts and 


Morton secured control of the Indi- 
ana, Iowa and Illinois railroad they 
made Ross traffic manager. After that 
road was sold to the Vaanderbilts, 
netting a fortune to Shonts and Mor- 
ton, they secured control of the Clov- 
er Leaf and in March, 1904, made Mr. 
Ross traffic manager of that system. 
A year later he became second vice 
president of the road in charge of 
traffic. 


Samuel M. Felton is regarded as 


one of E. H. .Harriman's most trusted 
railroad lieutenants, and undoubtedly 
will be offered a high position on the 
Harriman system 
when he retires

TELEPHONE SUIT IS 


City Succeeds in Keeping 


Out Affidavits Filed 


by Company. 


The closing arguments were made 


in the superior court today in the 
suit brought by the city to enforce 
the right to string wires on the 
poles of the Home Telephone and 
Telegraph company and Judge Hea- 
ton announced that he would in all 
probability be able to give his find- 
ing tomorrow morning. 


A signal victory gained by the 


city was in the ruling on the affida- 
vits filed by the company in which 
Henry Read. Thomas DeVilbiss, Wil- 
lis Hattersley, Paul E. Wolf and 
Henry Hild, former city 
officials, 


and C. S. Bash, one of the directors 
of the company, made oath that it 
was the understanding 
when the 


franchise- was granted that the poles 
were to be used only for fire alarm 
and police system wires. 


City Attorney 
Guy Colerick ob- 


jected yesterday when the affidavits 
were file'd but Judge Heaton did not 
pass upon the matter until today. 
It was argued that the 
contract 


speaks for itself and that no matter 
what construction the men who made 
the affidavits placed upon it their 
opinions could not affect it. 


W. P. Denny made his.argument 


during the forenoon and he confined 
himself entirely to the danger that 
would in his opinion arise from put- 
ting high tension wires on the poles 
of the company, covering the ground 
in Tils address to the court that had 
been covered' in the affidavits of the 
exerts submitted by the company. 


He pointed out that the wire that 


will be used Is of a kind from which 
the insulation 
will eventually be 


worn off and that when this comes 
to pass the danger to life and pro- 
perty will be enormous. 


Judge Chapin, who drew the orig- 


inal grant to the company made his 
arguments on the meaning of the 
franchise and stated that it was nev- 
er understood that heavily charged 
wires were to be put upon the poles. 


He also cited a number of authori- 


ties to the court and stated at the 
close that he had others he wanted 
to submit before the case is finally 
disposed. The judge said also that 
he would prepare a brief of the 
case for the court. 
It was expect- 


ed that some oral testimony would 
be introduced but the city and com- 
pany were satisfied to allow the 
court' to rule upon the affidavits and 
the statements of facts submitted in 
the papers.

Oil company, was again on the stand 
for a few "minutes today, when the 
hearing in the federal action for the 
dissolution of the oil combine was re- 
sumed. After testifying that he audit- 
ed all the departments of tae Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, and stat- 
ing that the books showing the trans- 
fers of certificates and stock during 
the liquidation period were never kept 
in his office, he was excused by Mr. 
Kellogg, who said he would likely 
call Mr. Hampton again. 


Mr. Milbtim, of counsel 
for 
the 


Standard Oil company, submitted to 
the government's counsel a statement 
showing the capitalization of the vari- 
ous companies in which the Standard 
had stock control. The statement 
was entered on the record without be- 
ing read. 


Mr. Kellogg also placed on the rec- 


ord a copy of a contract, which E. C. 
Benedict testified had been entered 
into between the Indianapolis Gas 
company and the Manhattan Oil com- 
pany. 
Folger Under Fire. 


Henry C. Folger, jr., who, with C. 


M. Payne, held stock control of the 
Corsicana Oil company of Texas, fol- 
lowed Mr. Hampton on the stand. He 
said he was connected with the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New York, a di- 
rector of the Union Tank Line com- 
pany and general manager of the Long 
Island refinery of the Standard. 


"Do you confer with others in re- 


gard to refining oil? was asked. 


"Yes. 
I have conferred with gen- 


eral managers of other companies," 
said Mr. Folger, who said that many 
conferences were held at 26 Broad- 
way, the main offices of the Standard. 
Mr. Folger said he kept the records 
of results of the refining of oil, which 
were sent to him at various periods 
from 
the various subsidiary com- 


panies of the Standard. These state- 
ments 
showed 
the 
manufacturing 


coat and yield and the facts were 
tabulated and kept in his office. 
The 


witness said he made suggestions to 
the officials of subsidiary companies 
to improve the results of the opera- 
tions of their refineries. 


Own Corsicana, of Texas.

and C. M. Payne own the Corsicana 
Oil company of 
Texas.

refinery at. Corsicana 
was 


built, Mr. Folger said, with the money 
of the National Transit company, of 
which Mr. Payne is the vice presi- 
dent,, the National Transit company 
having in 1S09 
loaned 
Folger and 


Payne 
?970,470 
for 
that 
purpose. 


Notes were given for the loan. 


The books of 
the 
Corsicana Oil 


company are kept in the office of the 
National Transit company in Oil City, 
Pa., Mr. Folger said. 


The actual ownership of the Corsi- 


cana refinery was with the National 
Transit company until 1906, when it 
was sold to Folger and Payne 
for 


about $992,000, who undertook to pay 
for it in ten years, according to Mr. 
Folger's testimony, 
who 
said they 


talked the situation over with John D.. 
Archbold. 


No cash was paid. 
Mr. Archbold 


said the price represented the invest- 
ment of the National Transit com- 
pany. The company always stood in 
the name of Folger and Payne. 


There was no agreement to pay any 


definite sum of money yearly on the 
purchase price, on which 6 per cent, 
interest; was paid. 


The accounts of the Corsicana com- 


pany before the sale were kept, as 
they are now, by George Chesbrottgh. 


"Then the operation of the Corsi- 


cana is going on just the same as be- 
fore the sale to you?" asked Mr. Kel- 
logg. 


"Practically so," answered the wit- 


ness. 


"How much have you ever paid on 


account of the sale?" 


"I think ,$109,000 at 
the 
end, of 


1906," replied Mr. Folger. 


As showing the connection that ex- 


isted between the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the Water Pierce Oil com- 
pany, ousted from Texas in 1900, it 
developed at yesterday's session of 
the federal inquiry being conducted 
here that the final auditing of the 
Waters-Pierce company's books was 
done secretly by Standard Oil ac- 
countants. 


The admission was made by Wade 


Hampton, general auditor 
for the 


Standard. He identified a letter, pro- 
duced by Mr. Kellogg,- the .govern- 
ment's special prosecutor, which he 
had sent to an official of the Waters- 
Pierce company, stating that an ac- 
countant was on his Tyay and that for 


reasons, which he would understand 
his name had better be put on the 
pay rolls of the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany until the accounting was com- 
pleted. Mr. Hampton said he had for- 
gotten what the reasons were that he 
mentioned in the letter. 


Old Story Reveals Trust Methods. 
Yesterday's hearing also brought 


out a history of the troubles the in- 
dependent oil firm of Lombard & 
Ayres had with the Standard in the 
early 
'70s and 
the 
story 
threw 


a light upon the manner in which the 
competition killing methods of -the 
combine were assisted by friendly 
railroads. 


Mr. Lombard, a former member of 


the firm, testified that in 1882 John 
D, Rockefeller and Mr. Archbold had 
talked with him about the purchase 
of the Lombard & Ayres company, 
but nothing came of it; that he had 
been assured by Pennsylvania rail- 
road men that the difference in the 
rate for transportation between the 
Standard and the independent com- 
panies amounted to • nothing: that 
President Cassatt had advised him no 
unite his company with the Standard; 
and that at a time when there were 
500 tank cars idle in Philadelphia the 
Lombard «; Ayres company was re- 
fused cars on the ground that they 
could not be had under the allotment. 


When Mr. Lombard had proposed 


the building of cars for his own com- 
pany he was told by Colonel Scott, 
the then president of the Pennsylva- 
nia company, that the railroad would 
not. transport Them, but if the Lom- 
bard & Ayres company would unite 
witu the Standard everything would 
be all right. 


Missing Records Destroyed. 


Prosecutor Kellogg put in a good 


part of the day in another vain hunt 
for trace of the elusive records of 
the Standard's 
liquidating trustees. 


General Auditor Hampton proved as 
unsatisfactory on this point as other 
Standard officials who had preceded 
him on the witness stand. Although 
he had acted as auditor for the liqui- 
dating trustees who had the affairs 
of the Standard Oil trust of Ohio in 
their charge after the dissolution of 
that corporation in 1K92, lie testified 
that he had no knowledge of what 
had become of the bopks containing 
the records of the exchange of old 
trust certificates for stock in the New 
Jersey company. 


Asked categorically by Mr.'Kellogg 


where the books that he had kept dur- 
ing the transitional period were at 
the present time, the witness replied 
that he had not seen them since he 
took office as auditor of the New Jer- 
sey company. He admitted that dur- 
ing all the time the liquidating trus- 
tees were in power he had made reg- 
ular entries in the stoik register, but 
he hadn't the least idea what had 
become of this record. 


Mr. Hampton's replies led Mr. Kel- 


logg to intimate pointedly that the 
books had 1-een destroyed for good 
reasons, and to this insinuation Mr. 
Milburn. 
special 
counsel 
for 
tho 


Standard company, interposed a mild 
objection. 


No evidence i,as been submitted in 


this case to show that the records 
which you have demanded have been 
destroyed." said he. 


"Well, then," rejoined Mr. Kellogg, 


"if they haven't been destroyed, pro- 
duce them." 


Mr. Kellogg said he would serve 


categorically a notice on the counsel 
for the Standard people to produce in 
court the certificate books, stock led- 
ger, and stock register covering the 
regime of the 
liquidating trustees 


from March, 1S92. down to and In- 
cluding the year 1S97. Of all the de- 
mands he had made through sub- 
poena upon the officers of the Stand- 
ard company. Mr. Kellogg said, this 
one alone bad not been met. 


Mr. Kellogg then went after Gen- 


eral Auditor Hampton on the connec- 
tion between the Standard and the 
Waters-Pierce company. He read a 
letter from Hampton to J. P. Gruet. 
vice president of the Waters-Pierce 
company, dated February fj, 1901, in 
which Hampton informed the Waters- 
Pierce official that ho was sending 
an accountant to audit the affairs of 
the company, and advising that Gruet 
enter his name on the Waters-Pierce 
pay roll and consider him as an em- 
ploye of his company during the timo 
of his labor in St. Louis "for reasons 
that you will undoubtedly appreciate." 


"What did you mean 'by this latter 


phrase in your letter?" asked Kel- 
logg. 


"T cannot recall, replied the wit- 


ness. 


"You 
did not mean that it was un- 


wise to allow any evidence to appear 
that the Standard Oil company bad 
;my connection at. that time with the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company?" 


"I really cannot tell what I meant 


now." 


"You 
know that in 1901 the Stand- 


ard Oil company denied that it had 
any interest in the 
Waters-Pierce 


company?" 


"I don't know what, the Standard 


company assumed or denied," replied 
Hampton. "That was out of my de- 
partment."

Nashville, Sept. 23.—The tariff will 


be the keynote of the coming national 
campaign, Governor Folk, of Missouri, 
declared yesterday in a speech at the 
opening of the celebration of the Ten- 
nessee "home coming." The governor, 
who spoke in response to the address 
of welcome, assailed the present tar- 
iff regulations as a form of graft and 
declared the paramount campaign is- 
sue to be the elimination 
of these 


"special privileges conferred by law." 
He also spoke out against government 
ownership or control of railroad cor- 
porations, declaring that 
the lodge- 


ment, of so much power in the hands 
of the president sooner or later would 
destroy democratic government. 


In referring to the tariff Governor 


Folk said: 


"Tho elimination of special privi- 


leges is the paramount issue before 
the people of this country—the spe- 
cial privilege of lawlessness, ihe spe- 
cial privilege conferred by law, and 
the special privilege of monopoly. 


Calls it Moral Question. 


"The elimination 
of unjust privi- 


leges conferred by law is a moral 
question. 
Any privilege is a graft, 


whether it he a privilege exercised 
contrary to law or one that the law j 
itself may give. A tariff so arranged ; 
as to create monopoly and to give a j 
few people ihe privilege of preying 
on the rest of ihe people is legalized 
graft. 
Considered from 
this stand- 


point, the tariff is a moral question. I 


"The protective tariff cannot, be for 


the benefit of the workingman. Then 
for whose benefit is it? 
There is :i 


tariff of ]50 per cent, on oil for the 
benefit of the Standarid Oil company, 
although this same company sells its 
oil all over the world and for less than 
it. is sold here. We tax hides to ham- 
per the shoe and leather industry, and 
pay higher prices for our shoes for the 
benefit of the beef combine. We tax 
steel rails and obstruct the develop-; 
ment of our transportation facilities 
for ihe benefit of the steel combine. 
We tax wood pulp and hamper the 
printing business by the increase in 
the cost of paper for the benefit of the 
paper combine. As if to add insult to 
injury, these combines in almost every 
instance sell their products in foreign 
countries for less than at home. 


Says Power is Harmful. 


"Intrenched behind the indifference 


of the people, this protective tariff sys- 
tem has distorted the functions of a 
free government into tools of greed 
and vehicles of oppression. In its last 
analysis it is a graft and a false pre- 
tense conceived in greed and brought, 
forth in avarice. 


"Without the use of improper influ- 


ences, directly or indirectly, oppres- 
sive tariff privileges, whereby a few 
are enriched at the expense of the 
many, could not stand in the face of 
the manifest welfare of the whole 
people. 
There are today in the na- 


tion's congress owners of manufactur- 
ing interests, either in whole or in 
part, which are affected by tariff leg- 
islation. 
Notwithstanding they are 


personally interested in the passage 
of a bill to- extract unearned wealth 
from the 
people, 
they deliberately 


vote upon such measures." 


Opposes Public Ownership. 


On the question of government own- 


ership or control of large corporate in- 
terests 
such as the railroads, Gov- 


ernor Folk said in part: 


"Government ownership or the is- 


suance by the federal government of . 
charters to all railroad corporations 
would be fraught, with the gravest j 
dangers to the liberties of the people. 
Let there he placed in the hands of a 
president of the United States the 
power to control every corporation in 
the land and there would be lodged 
in his hands a power that, sooner or 
later, would destroy democratic gov- 
ernment. 


"If the people of the different states 


allow the management of corporate 
affairs within the-states to be taken 
away from them and permit the pow- 
ers reserved to the states to he cen- 
tralized in the federal government, 
then this republic would he robbed of 
its strength, of all that has made it 
great and powerful. The states can 
be relied upon to treat the railroads 
and all other interests fairly." 


On the race problem Governor Folk 


said: 


"God and the people of the south 


alone can bring about a solution of 
the negro question." 


Peril in Child Labor. 


Turning to the topic of child labor, 


he continued: 


"The factories springing up like 


magic on every hand 'have created 
a new problem 
for you 
to solve— 


child labor. 
Particularly is it in- 


cumbent on the people of Tennessee 
and the south to see that this evil is 
eradicated, because the child labor in 
these factories is virtually all white, 
and that means the lowering of the 
standard of citizenship in the years 
to come, if it is allowed to go on." 


Governor Patters6n, of Tennessee, 


delivered the address of welcome, re- 
ferring to the fast that Governor Folk 
is a native of this 
state. 
Twenty 


Ihousand persons attended the cele- 
bration, which was held on the state 
fair grounds.

obtained, and they show the attitude of 
the bartenders toward the present wave 
of reform. 
These resolutions were as 


follows: 


••Resolved. By the State Bartenders' 


League; that it is honorably opposed to 
puritanical icteas now sweeping this state 
by whicn personal liberty is restricted; 
that it believes that Sunday is the la- 
boring man's holiday, and that it was 
created for the people, ana finds its best 
.expression when it is devoted to a day of 
recreation and enjoyment for the labor- 
ing masses who toil six days a week; 
thit it is opposed to prohibition and pro- 
hibition ideas, because prohibition 'has 
been found a failure in every state where it 
has been tried: that it is opposed to sump- 
tuary laws as threatening the personal 
liberties of the Individual; that Ihe pres- 
ent agitation now going on throughout 
this state along these lines, if successful, 
will drive out of employment thousands 
who are now employed in making a, live- 
lihood. 
"Resolved. That the State Bartenders' 
League .desin s to support these ideas to 
the fullest extent of its ability, and that 
the various locals throughout the state 
be urged to take the same action at as 
early date as possible." 
Other 
resolutions were adopted 
in 
which thu Leacup indorses and volunteers 
to assist in the movement better to reg- 
ulate trie saloon traffic and to put it on 
a higher basis by weeding out all objec- 
tionable characters that may be in the 
business. In these reports they express 
their belief in personal liberty and de- 
clare that liquor, if properly used, is not 
harmful but conducive to better health 
and companionship.
